Thi  ilcputation  was  ii.n]|iMsi'.l  nf 
Mayor  Vance,  of  the  lit.v  of  North 
Vancimvcr;  I{it\c  Hriil;:inan  and  ("oiiii 
c-iMor  Jack  I^ontet,  of  tlic  .listriit  of 
North  \'aio-ou\t'r  aiol  Mr.  (i.  II.  Mor 
'Ion,  chairman  of  thp  Harlior  an.l  Ship 
pin;;  I  oniniiltcc  of  the  North  \an 
couMT    Roard    of    Trade. 

Mr.  S.  .(.  Crowe,  M.I'.,  met  the  .lepii 
tation  at  the  hotel,  and  in  the  course 
of  a  short  oon\ersation  stated  that  ne 
hail  arraii^ied  with  the  Minister  of 
Afarine  and  Fisheries  to  receivi'  the 
ileputation  that  inornins.'.  Mr.  Crowe 
sfron^l.v  advise.l  that  this  opportunity 
tie  seizoil  promptly,  as  the  ministers 
were  all  extremely  husy  and  interviews 
were  difficult   to   obtain. 

Your  depu.ation  therefore  me*  Hon. 
C.  C.  Ballantyne  at  11  o'clock  a.m., 
l>eins  introdi;ceil  by  H.  .J.  Crowe,  M.F. 
Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens,  Ml'.,  was  also 
present,  together  with  Col.  Cooper, 
M.P.  These  jientlemen  atteu<led  all  of 
the  interviews  that  were  afterwards 
held  between  the  several  ministers  and 
the    deputation. 

The  discussion  with  the  Minister  ot 
Marine  an<l  Fisheries  was  opened  by 
Mayor  Van.e.  chairman  of  the  deputa- 
tion, who  briefly  outlined  the  purpose 
for  which  the  deputation  had  journey- 
ed from  North  Vancouver  to  Ottawa. 
Mayor  Vance  placed  before  the  Minis- 
ter a  specially   prepared  map,  illustrat-

\ance  relatixe  to  the  Kitsiljino  scheme. 
iiltho>  Kh  thi'  individual  ilcle;.Mtes  held 
vciy  jironoiinci  il  vli'«s  with  r.'Kitxl  lo 
thf  unilei  liiklnj;.  The  de|. illation  con- 
tended, howevt-r.  Hull  If  the  KilHllano 
scheir.e  he  accepted  as  satisfactory  and 
liro<e<  (led  with,  then,  «a  an  Intenral 
portion  <if  the  harhor  of  the  port  of 
Vancouver.  It  was  nut  eriultahle  that 
the  North  Shore  should  receive  nn  ap- 
propriation reprenentlntf  a  pro  rata 
amount  of  the  sum  appropriated  for 
that    scheme. 

IiuiinK  the  course  of  this  Interview 
each  niemlier  of  the  deputation  parti- 
cipated In  the  (IlscUHslon,  and  ainon^ 
man.v  others  the  following  po'nt.s  were 
Impre-ssed  upon  the  mind  of  the  Minis- 
ter, namely; — 

That  the  city  of  North  Vancouver 
has  a  population  of  ten  thouttand 
Iieople,  the  larfrpst  population  of  any 
city  iu  Canada  haviujf  no  direct  rail- 
way connection,  and  that  this  larpe 
population  imlicated  the  splendid  na- 
tural advantages  possessed  by  the 
.North  Shore  as  well  as  the  phenomenal 
growth  that  might  be  expe<'te<l  were 
trausi'ontinental  railway  connection 
provided  by  means  of  a  bridge  at 
Second    Narrows.

It  was  ex- 
plaiiie.l  to  Dr.  liei.l,  however,  that  it 
was  not  exilusiv  I'lv  a  matter  of  •general 
railviay  loiiKtru.tiori,  but  ha.l  to  'lo 
priuiariiy  with  the  I'onstruction  of  a 
terminal  railway  as  a  factor  in  port 
ilevelopment.  Hr.  Kei.l  then  took  a 
differiiit  vi.'vv  of  the  matter,  .'Xpressed 
his  sympathy  with  the  ob.je.t  of  the 
deputation  an. I  .  .ir.lially  proinise.l  that 
he  woulil  ilo  all  tliat  he  could  to  help 
in  the  matt.'r  when  opportunity  otTer- 
e.l.  As  Dr.  Keid  was  about  to  leave  for 
.Montreal  to  meet  the  Premier  upon  his 
return  from  tlie  Peace  Conference,  the 
interview    was   necessarily   short. 

Immediately  after  the  above  inter- 
view the  .leputation  Huceee.led  in  ^rain- 
iiiff  ai'i-esn  to  Hon.  F.  B.  CarvelJ,  Min- 
ister of  Publi.'  Works.  An  informal 
conversation  was  heM  with  .Mr.  Car- 
veil,  the  subject  of  discussiun  being 
the  propose.l  ilry.lock.  Mr.  Carvell 
state.l  that  he  ha.i  arrived  at  the  con- 
(lusion  that  the  .lock  would  not  be 
built  by  a  private  eompany  as  a  com- 
menial  ^•ontiire,  but  by  the  govern- 
ment  as   a   national   |iubli,'    work.

Stevens"  j.roposition  was  jai.l  alon;; 
right  lines,  but  the  basis  whi.h  he  laid 
down  j.ut  up  to  the  muui.ii.alities  an 
impossible  situation,  and  it  was  hope- 
less for  them  to  un.lertake  to  find  one 
million  one  liun.lred  an.l  fifty  thousand 
dollars  .Mr.  (•ro\\-e  [irojiosed  that  the 
Harbor  Hoar.l  jirovide  one-thir.l,  the 
government  one-thir.l,  ami  the  munici- 
palities fiii.l  the  remainder.  This,  liow- 
ever,  .lid  :iot  meet  with  Mr.  Stevens' 
acceptance  an.l  he  advise.l  the  deputa- 
tion to  think  his  iiroposition  over  i-are- 
fully.

S.  M.-Clay  of  the  Harbor  Board  re 
bmlge  matter.  It  was  elicite.l  that 
the  present  intentions  of  the  Harbor 
Boar.l  relative  f.i  .North  Vam-.iuver 
were  to  establish  a  lumber  assembling' 
wliaif,  to  put  oi,  i-  .onnection  there- 
with an  U|'-to-.late  car  ferry  service 
an.l  to  .■onstr.o't  !he  terminal  railwjiy 
from  the  en, I  of  th,'  P.  (i.  K.  lines  to 
a  point  castwar.l.  ;is  yet  umletermined. 
The  .leputation  stroiiyly  .onten.le.l  that 
this  was  not  siiff i.i.'nt.  as  it  involved 
thi>  furthiT  postp.ineinent  of  the  con- 
stru.-tion  of  Secoi.  .Yarrows  bri.lge, 
an.l  further  be,ause  the  establishiu)'  of 
an  elaborate  car  ferry  servi.'e  iniyht 
prove  an  obstrn.t i.m  to  I'arly  brblfjo 
.■onstruction.  as  the  I'osition  might  be 
taken  that  the  bri.lge  would  be  unne- 
.essary  until  su.li  time  as  the  traffic 
excee.lcl  the  .apacity  of  the  car  ferry 
service.

service.

Tliey  had  had 
the  matter  under  consideration  and

Vour  deputation  then  explained  that  in 
order  to  ensure  the  co-operation  ^f  the 
muiiici|,alities  it  v„u\,\  \„.  neces-iirv  to 
submit  bylaws,  and  that  as  those -by- 
laws must  be  submitted  for  specific 
sum-,  it  wduld  be  ne.-essary  to  work  to
